The term ‘‘auxiliary facility’’ used designate 
these branches the public health center.

health center. counties with small populations, these 
auxiliary facilities may planned combination with 
emergency medical and hospital facilities. 

The most important factor the development 
state-wide health center plan, which will provide 
health services all the people the State, the 
desire the people local provide 
themselves with local health units and programs 
designed meet local needs. the present time, local 
health programs varying degrees adequacy are 
about percent the State’s area, and 
services about percent the State’s popu- 
lation.

programs are developed. The administrative and organ- 
izational plan these units will vary different 
areas the State, depending upon the political sub- 
divisions under the jurisdiction the newly organized 
health departments. possible that some 
local health departments may enlarge the areas they 
serve. so, additional facilities, both health centers 
and auxiliary facilities, will probably needed 
accommodate the expanded services and additional per- 
sonnel required render these services. 

The regulations established the Public 
Health Service under Public Law 725 state that the 
maximum number public health centers which may 
provided state with federal aid, counting those 
already existing, well those provided with aid 
under the act, shall not exceed one per 30,000 popula- 
tion. The California State Department Public 
Health recommends that, order make the most 
effective use tax funds utilized support local health 
programs, the population within the jurisdiction 
each local health department should exceed 40,000 and 
preferable include least 50,000 persons. There- 
fore necessary some areas the State that two 
more counties with small populations combine 
form one health jurisdiction order develop 
economically sound and administratively practical local 
health program. Such cooperative arrangements 
between counties may established agreement, 
has been done Sutter and Yuba Counties, 
forming health district under the Local Health Dis- 
trict Act has been done San Joaquin County. 
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counties with small populations the health 
department may planned conjunction with the 
hospital avoid duplication buildings, equipment 
and services. Each unit may separate administra- 
tive entity both the preventive and curative medical 
services the community may combined under one 
This latter plan most practical when 
the services the local health department are admin- 
istered conjunction with county district hospital. 


The plan for health centers and auxiliary facilities 
suggested this report does not include any specific 
plan for the administrative organization public 
health programs, recommendations particular 
combinations political subdivisions. The locations 
which are recommended for health centers and 
auxiliary facilities throughout the State have been 
chosen after careful consideration the distribution 
the population, the routes transportation and 
commerce, and the location from which full-time health 
services could provided most effectively. the 
future may become advisable change the location 
some these facilities meet changing conditions. 

The health center facilities for Cali- 
fornia are listed geographically beginning with the 
northern part the State.

improbable that many persons fully appreciate 
the true extent the danger surrounding rabid dog. 
Improbable, too, that enough realize the territory 
rabid dog may cover and the damage may do, 
impelled the effects his disease. 

The report the activities one such dog 
ing swiftly through three townships southeastern 
Chenango County, New York State, attacking three 
children and six other dogs the way, should serve 
emphasize the need for prompt and drastic action when 
dealing with rabid potentially rabid dogs. 

This dog, stray, traveled along the south bank 
the Susquehanna River. the outskirts the village 
Afton bit puppy playing the front porch 
farm home. Continuing for short distance down the 
road, paused briefly second home where two 
dogs were playing the dooryard. Here harm was 
done. 

When the rabid animal was next observed was 
the other side the Susquehanna River headed 
direction opposite from his original course. Bain- 
bridge the police chief reported having seen stray 
animal approach street intersection, wait for traffic, 
and then proceed across the street. 

Shortly afterwards the same dog molested five- 
year-old boy play the porch his home near 
by. The animal then proceeded the next house—the 
home the police chief. Here bit the family dog 
severely that had destroyed. the next stop, 
some distance down the road, 16-year-old boy was 
bitten. 

From Bainbridge the trail the rabid dog took 
him the porch house West Bainbridge where 
the his disease led him bite and 
tear apart the porch furniture. Continuing his steady 
travel, another characteristic one form rabies, 
attacked Collie dog the next house. This dog also 
was destroyed precautionary measure against the 
possible spread the disease. 


Another Dog Bitten 


Passing into the town Coventry, the rabid animal 
bit another dog there. Later the owner the bitten dog 
took him vaccination where was found that 
dumb rabies had developed. the next house fight 
took place between the rabid dog and the pet dog 
that home. Only earlier vaccination saved the life 
the dog attacked.

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Experiments Changing Food Habits

One-half the mothers 
(Group received the usual instructions infant 
feeding consisting printed schedule and 15-20 
minute interview with dietitian.

Maintaining friendly and informal atmos- 
phere, she emphasized the importance diet for 
the infant’s welfare and the difficulty which hos- 
pitals experience getting mothers carry out 
instructions. She asked these mothers suggest 
better methods getting mothers-in-general 
follow the dietary instructions and the mothers gave 
suggestions freely. The discussion gave them the 
ask questions and bring diffi-

with other children. The leader inquired about their 
experiences feeding cod-liver oil and orange 
juice, the methods they had used, and how effective 
their methods had been. Thus the mothers were led 
see the problems and see how diffi- 
could met. the mothers brought 
problems, other mothers the dietitian 
were able offer solutions. 

During the discussion, the dietitian explained 
the diet schedule given each mother, emphasizing 
the amounts cod-liver oil and orange juice which 
the baby should have every day and restating the 
importance these supplements. This was the same 
technical information given the individual 
instruction setting. When some group feeling had 
been developed through shared ideas and shared 
experiences, the leader returned the question: 
how could hospitals motivate mothers follow 
instructions feeding infants? The leader asked 
whether the group felt that mothers-in-general 
would benefit from discussions and would aided 
them following hospital advice. The mothers 
readily agreed and added further suggestions and 
modifications. attributing cooperative behavior 
other mothers situations similar their own, 
these mothers were brought close decision 
out hospital instructions themselves, although 
they were not yet explicitly involved the decision. 

The leader then summed what they had 
accomplished and raised query their own 
willingness carry out the dietary instructions. 
The suggestion was accepted each the three 
groups and their decision follow hospital 
tions was made articulate and explicit the group 
members. each group the decision was unani- 
mous. 

Second Experiment 


the second experiment, the group decision and 
lecture methods were compared. one ease, lecture 
the nutritive value milk was given groups 
ranging size from six nine. Meetings leading 
group decision similar the infant feeding meeting 
above were held with other groups the 
same size and composition. 

both experiments, follow-up investigations 
showed that the group decision method was signifi- 
more effective motivating mothers and house- 
wives action than were either individual instruction 
lecture methods.

Twenty-eight more official agencies reported public 
health nurses their staffs the present survey 
with the one concluded January 1947. 
Three these were newly organized health depart- 
ments; the remainder were boards education. 


The need for more and better qualified nurses 
serve the State still great. Accepting ratio one 
nurse 5,000 population the lowest maintain 
minimum services, California has variance from 
one nurse 17,800 people one the more sparsely 
settled counties one nurse 3,000 more densely 
populated coastal area. Three counties, out the 


State’s 58, are still without public health nurses. One 
other county has nurse for the Indian population 
only.
